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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues there is no obvious reason to 
modify the gear train in Morishima et al. to include a planetary gearing such as the one suggested by Schindel. However, we know via KSR 
that combining prior art elements according to known methods to yield predictable results and/or use of known techniques to improve 
similar devices in the same way and also that known work in one field of endeavor may prompt variations of it for use in either the same 
field or a different one based on design incentives or other market forces/market place incentives if the variations are predictable to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. The use of planetary gearing in actuators is an old and well known tecnique for obtaining various gear ratios and 
thus improving the torque output and flexibility of gear ratios in an actuator or device employing the gear train. Morishima et al. suggest the 
use of a planetary gearing in connection with a motor shaft in order to provide the predictable results of obtaining improved power density, 
more choices in gear ratios, and also allows for a compact assembly since the motor shaft is being used as part of the planetary gearing. 
Applicant also argues the motivation for a person of ordinary skill to relocate the ball and ratchet clutch of Schindel. As taught and 
suggested by Dubiel, an overload clutch can be used in direct connection with a planetary gearing assembly in order to obtain the 
predictable result of limiting the amount of torque outputed by the gearing assembly. Of course the high amount of torque experienced in 
the planetary gearing assembly and the varying degree of torques would prompt one of ordinary skill to place the overload clutch in 
connection with the planetary gearing and thus relocating the overload clutch in Schindel. Furthermore, it is known in the art to make use of 
overload clutches in connection with planetary gearing as evidenced by the cited art in order to obtain the predictable results and benefits 
stated above. Thus rearranging of these parts would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art.. 
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
